*The EPA Invites Nominations for the Environmental Financial Advisory Board
(EEAB) Deadline for nominations is February 10.

Members of the EFAB provide advice and recommendations to EPA on a wide range of
issues including: reducing the cost of financing environmental facilities; identifying
approaches specifically targeted to small community financing; developing new and
innovative environmental financing approaches and supporting and encouraging the use of
cost-effective existing approaches; and increasing the total investment in environmental
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protection of public and private environmental resources to help ease the environmental
financing challenge facing our nation.

*EPA Releases Final Analysis of Metals Released from Gold King Mine in the Animas
and San Juan Rivers

The EPA recently posted the final fate and transport report for the Gold King Mine (GKM)
release. The report focuses on understanding pre-existing river conditions, the movement of
metals related to the GKM release through the river system, and the effects of the GKM
release on water quality. The research supports EPA’s earlier statements that water quality
in the affected river system returned to the levels that existed prior to the GKM release and
contamination of metals from the release have moved through the river system to Lake
Powell.

*EPA Launches Online Water Quality Standards Tools for Tribes

EPA has published a set of online tools to assist tribes in establishing Clean Water Act-
effective water quality standards (WQS). These tools are designed to help simplify the
application process for tribes to be treated in a similar manner as states (TAS) and
streamline the development of tribal WQS. The tools are another step toward achieving
EPA’s goal of closing a longstanding gap in Clean Water Act protections. Currently, fewer
than 50 of over 300 tribes with reservation lands have WQS effective under the Clean
Water Act.

*EPA Releases Informative Document on Dam Removal

EPA has released a document to assist non-government organizations, state and local
officials, and private landowners in making decisions regarding the removal of obsolete
dams. The document describes the impacts of obsolete dams on water quality and public
safety, the permitting requirements for removal of these dams, and potential sources of
funding that may be available to support dam removal. The document does not change
existing policy on dam removal.

*Enerqy Department Partners with Department of Agriculture for Integrated
Biorefinery Optimization

The Energy Department (DOE) and the Department of Agriculture's National Institute of
Food and Agriculture (USDA-NIFA) jointly announced $22.7 million today to support the
optimization of integrated biorefineries (IBR). DOE is providing majority funding with up to
$19.8 million and USDA-NIFA is providing up to $2.9 million in funding.

*Enerqy Department Launches New Manufacturing USA Institute Focused on
Recycling and Reusing Materials

As part of the Manufacturing USA initiative, today the Energy Department announced its
new Reducing Embodied-energy and Decreasing Emissions (REMADE) Institute, which will
be headquartered in Rochester, New York and led by the Sustainable Manufacturing
Innovation Alliance. REMADE will leverage up to $70 million in federal funding, subject to
appropriations, and will be matched by $70 million in private cost-share commitments from
over 100 partners.

*Now Open for Public Comment: Climate Science Special Report

The U.S. Global Change Research Program (USGCRP) seeks public comment on the draft
of its Climate Science Special Report (CSSR). This special report provides an update to the
physical climate science presented in the Third National Climate Assessment released in
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2014. The draft CSSR provides updated climate science findings and projections, and is an
important input to the authors of the next quadrennial NCA (NCA4), expected in 2018.

*MyPlate, MyWins Helps Americans Turn Resolutions into Real Solutions for
Healthy Eating in the New Year

USDA’s Center for Nutrition Policy and Promotion (CNPP) recently launched a New Year's
campaign to help Americans turn their resolutions into real solutions for healthy eating in
2017. This campaign is supported by new and existing MyPlate, MyWins resources
available on ChooseMyPlate.gov, which are designed such that Americans can decide
where to start on the journey to healthy eating.

*Enerqy Department Announces Six Projects for Pilot- and Demonstration-Scale
Manufacturing of Biofuels, Bioproducts, and Biopower

The Energy Department (DOE) recently announced the selection of six projects for up to
$12.9 million in federal funding, entitled, “Project Definition for Pilot- and Demonstration-
Scale Manufacturing of Biofuels, Bioproducts, and Biopower.” These projects, required to
share the cost at a minimum of 50%, will develop and execute plans for the manufacturing
of advanced or cellulosic biofuels, bioproducts, refinery-compatible intermediates, and/or
biopower in a domestic pilot- or demonstration-scale integrated biorefinery.

*Energy Department Announces Up to $7 Million for the Co-Optimization of Fuels and
Engines

The Energy Department (DOE) recently announced up to $7 million for eight universities to
accelerate the introduction of affordable, scalable, and sustainable high-performance fuels
for use in high-efficiency, low-emission engines. Under the Co-Optimization of Fuels and
Engines (Co-Optima) initiative, DOE’s Bioenergy Technologies Office and Vehicle
Technologies Office are collaborating to maximize energy savings and on-road vehicle
performance, while dramatically reducing transportation-related petroleum consumption and
harmful emissions.

*How Cities Are Tackling Aging Water Systems

Flint, Michigan, has shone a spotlight on the decrepit state and lack of investment in the
U.S.'s water infrastructure, but the city isn't alone in facing these challenges. A new policy
brief from the Brookings Institute breaks down how cities with large drinking water utilities
are financing their water systems, and what challenges they're facing.

*Climate Change and Populations of Concern

The U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) has developed eight communication kits
that summarize key points from the U.S. Climate and Health Assessment that was released
earlier this year by the U.S. Global Change Research Program. Climate change affects the
health of all Americans, but as with many threats to our health, certain populations are at
greater risk. Older adults may be more vulnerable to the impact of climate change because
of where they live and may be more sensitive to health threats and less able to adapt to a
changing climate.

*Climate Change Impacts by State

As our climate changes, every state will become warmer. Aside from rising temperatures,
the impacts of climate change are likely to be very different from state to state. Increased
rainfall intensity will cause more flooding in some states, while increasingly severe droughts
may threaten water supplies in other states. Farms and forests will be less productive in
some states, but warmer temperatures may extend growing seasons in others.
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*New Report “Smart City Challenge: Lessons for Building Cities of the Future”

A little over one year ago, Smart City Challenge was launched, asking mid-sized cities
across America to share their ideas for the creation of an integrated, first-of-its-kind smart
transportation system using data, applications, and technology to help people and goods
move faster, cheaper, and more efficiently. Over 75 cities competed for the resources to
connect and deploy new technologies, and now those applications and a wealth of data is
available to the public in a new comprehensive report, Smart City Challenge: Lessons for
Building Cities of the Future.

*USDA Announces Retailer Volunteers for SNAP Online Purchasing Pilot

USDA recently announced the seven retail firms selected to take part in a pilot designed to
enable Supplemental Nutrition Assistance Program (SNAP) participants to purchase their
groceries online. The two-year pilot is slated to begin this summer. Online purchasing is a
potential lifeline for SNAP participants living in urban neighborhoods and rural communities
where access to healthy food choices can be limited.

EDRA Great Places Award Program Applications due January 31

The Environmental Design Research Association, in partnership with Project for Public
Spaces, presents the 19th Annual Great Places Awards. Great Places Awards recognize
work that combines expertise in design, research and practice; and contributes to the
creation of dynamic, humane places that engage our attention and imagination.

EPA Presidential Environmental Education Awards for Teachers and Students
Applications Due on March 1, 2017

The award recognizes outstanding K-12 teachers who employ innovative approaches to
environmental education and use the environment as a context for learning. Award winners
receive up to $2,500 to continue their professional development in environmental education.
Additionally, the teacher's local education agency will receive up to $2,500 to fund
environmental educational activities and programs. Youth can receive the Presidential
Environmental Youth Award (PEYA).

*PACE Debuts in KC to Close Funding Gap in a Redevelopment Project

A new financing tool, Property Assessed Clean Energy (PACE) funding, is helping
redevelopers convert a former paper warehouse in Kansas City's Crossroads Arts District to
apartments. The Walnut Terrace apartments will be at 1721 Walnut St.

*EPA Rebates Will Fund Cleaner School Buses in 12 Region 7 Communities

The EPA recently awarded more than $7.7 million to replace or retrofit 401 older diesel
school buses. The funds are going to 88 school bus fleets in 27 states, each of which will
receive rebates through EPA's Diesel Emissions Reduction Act (DERA) funding. The new
and retrofitted buses will reduce pollutants that are linked to health problems such as
asthma and lung damage. Twelve Region 7 communities will receive rebates: Bondurant,
Lawton, and Sioux City, lowa; Emporia, Sublette, and Ottawa, Kansas; Jamestown,
Louisiana, Sullivan, and Wheaton, Missouri; as well as Arlington and Wahoo, Nebraska.

*EPA Gives $3.8M to Help 19 Communities Plan New Uses for Former Brownfield
Sites

The U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) has selected 19 communities for
approximately $3.8 million in funding to assist with planning for cleanup and reuse of
Brownfield sites as part of the Brownfields Area-Wide Planning (AWP) program. Each
recipient will receive up to $200,000 to engage their community and conduct planning
activities for brownfield site reuse. The grants will help communities plan improvements
such as housing, transportation options, recreation and open space, education and health
facilities, social services, renewed infrastructure, increased commerce and employment
opportunities. The City of Burlington, lowa and the Resource Conservation and
Development for Northeast lowa, Inc., Postville, lowa were among the communities
selected.
